"Centrifugal", Butter and Cheese. 


Chicago- Tribune. 


A machine called "the centrifu- 


fugal" 'was introduced in the cheese 
aotories at Elgin the first of the 
year, and 'about thirty of them are 
low in ' uso in that section. 
The 


machines cost about &>00, and are 
rather complicated. 
The milk is 


raised to tepid temparature on being 
brought'to the factory, and is then 
run through the machine, which 
makes 7,000 revolutions per minute.' 
Every particle of cream is extracted 
from the milk. Between four and 
four and 
three-fonrths^-ponnds of 


butter is obtained from each 100 
pounds of milk. The skim milk and 
the cream are discharged through 
separate pipes. The former under- 
goes the usual process of making 
cheese, producing a tough, tasteless 
article. In regard to the quality of 
the butter there is some difference 
of opinion, the prevailing idea be- 
ing that it is not so good an article 
as tha'ordinary butter, but the cheese 
factory men seem to be satisfied with 
the results obtained.
